the stage coaches; the state of the shipping and steam 
navigation; the business of the public offices; the nature ; 
and officers of the various institutions and associations; 
the. churches of all denominations, with the names oftheii 
Ministers and the time of service in each; the municipal 
government; the Governor and Members of both houses 
of the Legislature of Michigan; the Judges, Members of 
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the Bar, Judges of Probate, county Clerks, Recorders, 
Registers and Auctioneers of the different counties in the 
State, with such other useful and general information as 
the accuracy and object of the directory require.*''

and the publisher has endeavored to render the Directo¬ 
ry of Detroit not only a work of local interest, but one of 
general utility. _ . .

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Detroit City and Port op Entry, Wayne county 
and Capitol of the State of Michigan, is situated on the * 
west bank of the river Detroit, 18 miles above' Lake 
Erie, 7 below the outlet of Lake St, Clair, 302 W. from 
Buffalo, and 545. from Washington, Lat 42 degees 19 
5 minutes 5S c seconds North, and Longitude west 82 deg. 
58 sec* or from Washington west 5 deg. 56 min. 12 sec. 
Difference in time from Washington, 23 min. 44 sec; 
New York city, 34 min. 48 sec. ■ 

The site of the city is an elevation of about thirty feet 
above the level of the river. The plan of the town, upon 
the river and for 1200 feet back is. rectangular; m the 
rear of this triangular, the streets are from fifty to two 
hundred feet wide.' Four roads constructed by the ge¬ 
neral government terminate in the centre of the city; 

> the Chicago, leading to Illinois; the Saginaw, to the head 
of Saginaw B&v; the. Fort Gratiot, to the foot of Lake 
Huron, and the Grand River, to Lake Michigan at the 
mouth of Grand River. There is also a ^United States 
road leading from Detroit to Ohio. * 3 4 

Detroit River is about 25 miles long; average breadth 
1 1-0 mile; average depth six fathoms; current two miles 
an hour. , 

The climate of Detroit is temperate; snow falls at from 
six to eighteen inches deep, and never remains more than 
a few weeks. The transition from the cold of spring to 
the heat of summer is rapid; from summer to winter 
gradual and prolonged. As general characteristics', the 
spring is wet and prolonged; summer dry; autumn mild; 
winter cold and dry. The average temperature in the 
spring is 50 of Fahrenheit; summer, 80; winter 20; au¬ 
tumn 60 to 65. 
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? ~Ths history of Detroit is connected with the prince 
pal events which have transpired in the NorthWesi since 
the settlement of the country. "Founded in the strife 
for sovereignty between the English and French govern¬ 
ments, it became at an early day, a point of central influ¬ 
ence and action. “Noplace in the United States,”it 
has been observed, ‘‘present such a series of events, in- ’ 
teresting in themselves, and permanently affecting, as 
they'occurred, its progress and prosperity. Five times 
its flag has changed, three different sovereigns have 
t claimed its allegiance, and since it has been held by the 
-United States, its government has been thrice transfer- 
* red; twice it has been beseiged by the Indians, once cap-' 
; tured in war, and once burned to 'the ground.”* »* x „ 
The site of the city appears to have been occupied by 
Indian Villages at .the period of the discovery of the 
country. Their name for it is Waweatonong.f It was. 
visited by the French as early as 1610. ' The founda¬ 
tion of Quebec was not laid until 1632, and within seven 
years afterwards, there was a mission established among 
the Hurons in its vicinity* No fort was, however, erec¬ 
ted until 1701. Three years after its establishment the 
English influenced the Indians to set fire to the town, 
which was, however, but partially injured. In 1712 the 
Fox Indians renewed their attempt to destroy it, but af¬ 
ter a vigorous and determined seige of nineteen days, 
they were beaten off and repulsed with.a heavy loss. 

-In 1721 it was visited by Charlevoix, who found it the 
site of a fortf commanded by M. Tonti, and who repre¬ 
sented' the beauties and advantages of the country in the 
highest terms to the French court In' 1749 the settle¬ 
ment was extended by emigrants sent out at the expense 
of the government, who were supplied with agricultural 
implements and other means. In 1759 Quebec was sur¬ 
rendered to the English—Montreal in the following year. 
The whole country was ceded to the British crown in 
1763. The Indians, ■who were the Ann allies of the

their friends and their rights. ^ Under the skillful gui¬ 
dance of Pontiac^they beseiged the fort—hemmed in,* 
and sorely harrassed the garrison—defeated a strong de¬ 
tachment sent out"agamst them on the banks of Bloody 
Creek, and were only repulsed on the opportune arrival 
*-of a timely reinforcement, after having invested the 
^ place eleven months. At the same tim^the garrison of 
MichHimackinac was captured by the Chippewas, led on 
by Minnawanna. ‘ 

* $rom this period to 1753 the history of Detroit m fill¬ 
ed with the thrilling^ incidents of the American revolu- 
tionary war, and the subsequent ten or eleven years, with 
the tragic events o^the western Indian war. About the 
year 1778 the success of Gen. Clarke in taking Vin¬ 
cennes, induced the commandant of Detroit, to erect a 
fort on the^slcond terrace back of the city, which was 
recently knojam as Fort Shelby.* In 1794 Gen, Wayne 
defeated the combined Indians on the Maumee. Two 
years afterwards, in the month of June, a detachment of 
the American army, commanded by Capt. Porter enter- 
i ed the fort The British had previously evacuated it, 
and the authority of the country was thus peacefully 
transferred. Measures were immediately adopted for 
extending the ordinance of Congress of 1787 over this 
part of the north west territory, then governed by its 
first magistrate, Gen. St Clair.f 
Ohio assumed her position as one of the states in 1802. 
A subsequent division of the territory was made at 
separate periods, into Indiana, Illinois, and Michigan. 
^The date of ; the political existence of Michigan as 
territory, is 1805^ .William Hull was appointed 
the first Governor, with a judiciary, * and organ- 
fized 4} government at Detroit in July of that 
r year. He found the town little more than a scene of ru¬ 
ins. Advantage was taken of this circumstance to wi¬ 
den* the streets, andlay it out on an entirely new and en¬ 
larged plaaA f The Indians about this era were preparing 
for a second assertion of their rights of sovereignty,

leaders. Hostilities commenced on the 0 Tippacanoe in 
‘1811. Detroit fell into the hands of the enemy the fol- 

' lowing year. It was retaken by the American army in 
’1813, and the government of °the territory re-organized 
late in the autumn of that year by the appointment oi Gen. 
Lewis Cass, as* Governor. At this time the population 
was small, the resources few, and the people, impover¬ 
ished -by. the losses of the war. He re-organized the 
, courts; "explored^the country, and gave confidence and* 
# stability to its institutions. And during his long, able and 
‘ prosperous administration, extending to 1831, the teirito- 

• ry assfimed'&at attitude of prosperity, which is destined v 

• to render her one of the first among the western states. 

With every natural facility of becoming a place ol im- 
■ portance the’ condition oi Detroit for many years.depen¬ 
ded on the precarious support afforded by the fur trade, 
the disbursments of nublic moneys, while a military post, 
and the liberal appropriations by government for public 
4 objects. The impulse and effect produced by the settle¬ 
ment and cultivation of the surrounding country, was 
^wanting. ' This, though recent in Michigan has commen¬ 
ced and is raoiily increasing. The causes of prosperity 
«• now in action^their results we show here as they have 

* recently been Manifested elsewhere.* , 

The-old town# Detroit occupied a site below or west 
cf the'centre of the present town ; it was built entirely 
~\ofwpod, the streets were narrow, being economized to 
dimmish the eircuit 6i the stockade by which it was se- 
gmredfl In Jraief 1805 the town was almost entirely con- 
*siimed'by fire. 3 Shortly after this catastrophe, an ac o 
. .Congress was passed directing the Governor and Judges, 
then exercising legislative powers to lay out a new town, 
including the site of the one destroyed and ten thousand 
.^iraSrefpf d^acentland. The act directs that alot should 
-S»|lie..granted.t6 every owner or occupant of a house m the 
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old town, and the proceeds of the remainder applied to the 
erection of a court-house*and jail. \ It is from this funtF 
thus accruing that the present public buildings have been 
erected in this city. ( The trust arising under the acti§ cT 
not yet closed. The destruction of the old town is safar H ^ 
fortunate that it led to the adoption of a plan better adap- p 
ted to a city such as Detroit is no doubt destined to 
come ; though the powers* of the governor and judges^ P 
this respect might have* been more judiciously exercised. :

The 
present brick stable, opposite to Woodworth’s, was then 
standing. On the opposite corner of Randolph street ® 
stood the wooden part of Judge Sibley’s present house, 
and the office of the old Detroit Bank, a small brick buil¬ 
ding, occupying the site of Major Kearsley’s present of¬ 
fice. There were no other buildings on the western side 
of Randolph street beyond the Bank. Beyond Judge 
Sibley’s, on the other side, were seven houses, Boulin- 
linger’s (since moved, or torn down) S. Andre’s, the Jail 
house (since moved to continue Lamed street) Major 
Whipple’s, Judge Abbott’s, Drouillard’s, and La PieOr’s. 

Ascending Bates street in the same manner, Mrs. 
M’NifFs house on one side and Mr. Wing’s (then Hud¬ 
son’s) on the other, were the only houses between Wood- 
bridge street and the - water. Between Woodbridge st. 
and Jefferson avenue stood the present yellow building 
of Gen. Williams, on the comer-, of Bates and Woodsy 
bridge street,* and Mrs. Hank’s house, (still-standing}/ 
nearly opposite Gen. Williams’ house and store (a one 
story wooden building) then occupied the site of'his pre¬ 
sent brick stores. Mr. Peter DesnoyePs house (his store 
then a part of it) stood where the beautiful four story 
block of stores have since been erected. Between Jeffer¬ 
son avenue and the pickets there were no other houses 
on Bate’s street, * excepting a small log house of Mrs. 
M’Millan’s, at the comer of Lamed street. * 

Ascending market street or Woodward avenue in the @ 
same manner, on the right hand side, the Jermaiir house, 
as has before been mentioned, was the nearest to the wa¬ 
ter, having one house, occupied then by r Doct. Henry, 
between it and Mr. Jacob Smith’s, (now occupied by Mr. 
Bronson,) on the comer of Woodbridge street. On the 
other side, above the ferry house before mentioned* stood 
the present red store of Judge Abbott, and one half of hie. 
late dwelling recently converted into stores. The Scott 
house, (now Col. Anderson’s,) and Col. Richard Smith’s* 
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were between Woodbridge street and Jefferson avenue on 
the same side ; while the Godfrey jur house, on the other .-Ji 
corner of Woodbridge and Market street was the only a ; * 
building on the other side. This house of Mr. Godfrey $ 
was moved to the foot of Griswold street during the year 
1833-4. The four corners of the intersection of Wood- * ^ 
ward and Jefferson avenue were then unoccupied.

Col. Henry I. Hunt’s house 
and store (now a boarding house, and the latter the post 
office in 1835) were the next. Between Wayne and SheU 
by street, on the same side stood the same buildings which 
are still there excepting Mrs. Roby’s, Mr- Kinzi® occu¬ 
pying the first, Mr. Audrain, the receiver, the second, and 
Dr. Edwards the third* * On the site of Mrs. Qoby’s pre¬ 
sent house and where Mr. Conant’s brick stores are now 
built stood an old house occupied by Mrs. Dodamead, 
‘on the opposita side of the avenue between the same 
streets were only Mr. D. Campau’s (next to Mr. Wen^ 
dell’s) and the Thibault house above Shelby street, and 
was then occupied as an ordinance store. It now forms 
the dwellings of- Mr. Levi Cook in Shelby street. Mrs* 
Coates present house was the next. The site of Mr. 
Sheldon’s present brick stores was then occupied by a 
•one story yellow store, one half of which had been, used- 
as a ja.il. The foundation of the Catholic Church, burnt;; 
down in 1805, filled up most of the space now occupied 
by Wright’s, Cook’s, and Brown’s buildings. It projec¬ 
ted half across Jefferson avenue. The rubbish however, 
was then in the course of being removed. Retween this 
foundation and the present Griswold street was Mr. De- 
quindre’s house (where the post office is now kept) and 
the store afterwards occupied by Mr. Newberry, and burnt 
down while occupied by Mr. Wendell. 

On the other side of the avenue, there were between 
Shelby and Griswold street's, only Mr. Seek’s (near pres¬ 
ent Farmer’s and Mechanic’s Bank) and Mr. J. Cam¬ 
pau’s house. j 

A store and house, belonging to Mr. Currier, and a 
store belonging to Mr. Ten Eyck, had stood between 
Griswold street and Woodward avenue, but were burnt 
down in 181-5. The block was sold in four lots to Col. 
Mack, Major Dequindre, &c. Major Dequindre put up 
his late dwelling house and store in 1816. On the other 
side of the avenue, between the same streets were the 
building still at the corner of Griswold street and the 
Messrs. Piquette’s shops &c. > 

Between Market street and Bates street were Mr. P. 
Desnoyeris house on the north side, and Mr. Harvey’s 
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house and bakery on the south side. The latter stood on 
the site of Mr. Lamson’s present brick store, and, being 
moved, is now the U. S. Hotel in Woodbridge street, 

* Continuing up the avenue on the north side there was 
a singularly narrow two story houso where P, D. Nellis' 
*hop now is. The next was Oliver Williams 1 tavern 
(Major Kearslev’s late dwelling). Between that and the 
office of the Detroit Bank, were Doctor Brown’s, Mr.. 
Horner's, Mr. Cook’s and Doct M’Closkv’s, all still start' 
ding, though, some of them, in a modified state. 
j On the other side of the avenue, after Gen. Williams’ 
»*tore, came Mr, Palmer’s tavern (still the building before 
which stands the elm tree) an old one story building, oc¬ 
cupying the site of Mr. Penny’s and Brown’s present 
shop. The present Miller house, Judge Chipman’s (then 
Col. Mack’s) and Mr. B Catnpau’s present house, which 
then was, as it now is, next to tho council houso. Gov. 
Hull’s house on one side and Judge Sibley’s on the other 
were the last houses on the avenue in that direction. 

There were two or three other small buildings then on 
Lamed street, such as the. Belcher house, the Gobeille 
house, (both in the rear of Mr. Wendell’s,) and another 
near Griswold street. 

The Catholic Church was then held in the house of 
Mr. La Salle on a farm about two miles below town- 
now Major Stanton’s. There was not a place of public 
worship in Detroit. 

.The stores in the place then were H. I. Hunt’s, Mack 
and Conant’s, A. Edwards, J. R. Williams, P. J. Desnoy- 
nrs, P. Lecuyer’s, &c. The taverns were Whipple’s, 
Smyth’s, Palmer’s and Woodworth’s. There were four 
lawyer’s and two Doctors. 

- Not a vessel, which then navigated the Lakes was 
owned in Detroit. There were but three or four then on 
Lake Erie, and most of them belonged to tho British. 
A public vessel—the brig Hunter,was the more ordinary 
means of water communication be* cet* ^ vroit and Buf¬ 
falo. The road around the Lake was not pi acti cable for 
wheels, one third of the distance and, at certain parts of 
the year, was scarcely practice Tie for a horse. No road 
led out of Detroit except up and down the river. The 
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mail was brought in on horseback once a week, in a smalt 
mail bag, which in bad travelling, was borne on a man’s 
shoulders through the Black Swamp. It thus continued 
to be brought until 1827, when the first line of wheel car¬ 
riages was established between Detroit and Ohio. 

The military grounds were occupied by Port Shelby 
and the Infantry cantonment, and a few out buildings.— 
Fort Shelbv which stood at the intersection of Fort and 
Shelby streets, was thrown up by Major Le Noutt (the 
British commander) ’in 1777, and was thrown down in 
1827, after that part of the military ground had been re¬ 
ded to Detroit. The cantonment was Imilt in.1815-10*. 
occupying nearly the square between Fort. Wayne. La- 
Fayette streets, and Gov. Cass’ line. It was a quadran¬ 
gle of one story log buildings,' about threeg hundred feet 
long. It was pulled down, or removed in parts, between 
1827 and 1822.* The remnants of it arc in*various parts 
of the city.

The City of Detroit was incorporated by an act. passed 
by the Governor and Judges on the 4th day of October 
1815. By this act the municipal authority was invested 
in five trustees, a secretary, an assessor, a collector and a 
city marshal, who were to be chosen on the first day in

city paying an annual rent of forty dollars, and such othr 
er persons who should be admitted to the freedom of the 
I’drpora.tion by a majority of the electors at their annual":

There are seven Churches in Detroit:—two Catholic 
—one Episcopalian—one Presbyterian—one Methodist 
—one Baptist—and one German Lutheran. ' 

The Catholics.— The history of the Catholic Church 
in this city extends back to a period preceding its first 
- settlement by the French. Before the establishment of ^ 
a military post on the Detroit River in 1701, the Catho¬ 
lic missionaries had spread over these - extensive coun¬ 
tries, from here to New Orleans, (commonly called at 
that time Louisiana ;)—and the pioneering of these zeal¬ 
ous and intripid men in extending the gospel of Christ, 
was afterwards followed up by the establishment of mili¬ 
tary posts, at such points as were deemed most impor¬ 
tant m commanding the trade of the natives, and securing 
the possession of the country against other European ad¬ 
venturers. Accompanying every military expedition of 
that day m these vast wilds, where almost intolerable 
suffering and privation had to be borne, was always to 
be found a Catholic priest, who when a military post was < 
erected, was generally stationed as chaplain. The mili¬ 
tary detachment sent out from Montreal in 1701 to es-' 
tablish a post on the Detroit river, was, like similar ex- ‘ 
peditions, accompanied by a chaplain, and who was pro¬ 
bably the first catholic priest regularly stationed at De- * 
troit But a great many of the Jesuits at an earlier pe¬ 
riod had undertaken, and very successfully too, the labo- 
nous task of civilizing and bring over to the dock of 
Lnnst, the aborigines of the country in every direction; 
but after the withdrawal of the Jesuits from the field of 
labor, owmg to the suppression of their order by Pope 
vanganelh, the Indians returned to their wilds. Father

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Basle,* who visited this country in 1691, found missions 
rics of his own order at Mackinac, Arbre, Yoche, Gree 
Bay, St. Joseph, and also among the Illinois Indians nea£ 
the Mississippi. Father Marquet, another Jesuit, h * 
already established several missions thirty years previjj 
ous to that time. . t \ 

Setting out from Quebec in the spring, the missions? 
ries generally reached Mackinac in the tall, where they; 
would remain through the winter, and continue the'' 
journey the ensuing spring to the Mississippi. 

Under Louis XI v, a great number of French Cathc| 
lies emigrated to America, and pushed their steps t 
wards Detroit, Monroe, Mackinac, Point Stlgnaee, (ne; 
Mackinac) Green Bay, &c., as. the records still extant af 
the Presbytery of Michilimacinac, clearly exhibit. _ ‘ 
After the suppression of 'the Jesuits, only one Pries 
was left successively residing at Fort Detroit (then cal 
ed Ponchartrain,) to administer to the spiritual wants 
over Michigan.

In 1833, Michigan was erected into a diocess, ajid th® 
Right Rev. Dr. Frederick Rese, a native of the king¬ 
dom of flanoverj educated in the college of Propa¬ 
ganda in Rome was appointed the first bishop of Detroit 
with jurisdiction'over Michigan and the northwestern 
territory. Bishop Rese was consecrated at Cincinnati 
(of which place he had been vicar general,and also apos¬ 
tolic administrator after the demise of bishop Fenwick,) 
by Dr. Rosati, bishop of St. Louis, on the 6th of Octo¬ 
ber 1833 ; the consecration sermon being preached by 
the Rev. J. Mullen. 

The Bishop arrived at Detroit on the 7th of January 
1834 ; since which time the number of clergymen has 
been considerably increased. At present there are thir¬ 
ty priests administering to the spiritual wants of a Cath¬ 
olic population of from 20,000 to 24,000 souls, composed 
of 3000 converted Indians, 8000 English, Irish, Ameri¬ 
cans, and Germans ,* and the remainder of the descen¬ 
dants of the French.

Newspapers. —Four papers are published in the citv. 
The oldest is the Daily Advertiser, issued by George L. 
Whitney,”Esq., George Corselius Esq. editor. The Tri- 
Weekly Advertiser, and the Detroit Weekly Journal, 
(both for 1 the country) are published at the same office, 
and are republk..tions of the Daily. They are /FAig in 
politics. 

The Daily Free Press is next in succession ; John S. 
Bagg, Esq. is editor and proprietor. A Weekly, made 
up from the Daily, is published by the same gentleman. 
Democratic in politics. The above papers are managed 
with admirable editorial tact, and have large subscription 
lists. 

The third is The Michigan Slate Register, a reposito¬ 
ry of State‘documents, Statistics, &c. &c. of Michigan, 
and documents of the general Government, is published 
Semi-Monthly at the office of the Daily Advertiser. It 
was commenced on the first of July, 1836. 

The fourth is a literary Journal recently established. 
It is called the Detroit Evening Spectator, and Lit¬ 
erary Gazette. It is edited and published by Benj. 
Kingsbury, Jr. and George P. Burnham. -This paper, 
though in the infancy of its existence, has a wide and 
rapidly increasing circulation. It professes neutrality in 
religious and political matters. Its character however is 
strictly pure, and it bids fair to exert a very important

ones are devised by their ingenious director, the Rev. I 
Mr. Kundig, for the use of the public. The profits ari- '] 
ssngfrom these baths are appropriated to charitable pur- '• 
poses. 1 - 


Orphan Asylum.'— This benevolent institutionis situ¬ 
ate on the Fort Gratiot turnpike road, at the distance of 
.two miles from the city. The number of children left l 
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destitute by the ravages of Cholera in 1832, suggested 
to the Rev. Mr. Kundig, R. C. Clergyman, (who in the 
exercise of his ministry"braved the clangers of this pesti¬ 
lence as he walked through its ‘Valley of death’) the ne¬ 
cessity of then establishing this Asylum. 

It is supported and superintended by its philanthropic 
founder and a society ofladies. The average number 
of orphans here provided for is about twenty. These, 
children are boarded, educated and clothed, and when 
qualified are apprenticed to useful trades, or placed in 
comfortable situations. 

MARKETS. 

There are three Markets—the city market, on the 
first floor of the City Hall, the Berthlet, at (he corner of 
Randolph and Woodbridge streets, and the Washington 
Market, corner of Wayne and Larned streets. These 
are ke^tin good'order by the inspector of provisions, and 
well supplied with every thing that can be desired at 
similar places. .There is a great variety of vegetables, 
and also of fish, of which there are abundance in the riv¬ 
er, of a most delicious flavor—and wild fowls, geese, 
ducks, brant, &c. abound in the neighborhood. Beef 
and mutton in great plenty, equal in quality to any in 
the eastern states. Venison, pork, veal, poultry, inclu¬ 
ding turkies, wild and tame, rabits, squirrels, &c. are 
common ; in fine, although not quite equal to that of Phi¬ 
ladelphia, it contains all the necessaries and many of the 
luxuries of a good market. 

NAVIGATION & COMMERCE. 

The increase of the navigation and commerce of De¬ 
troit within the last few years, is perhaps unparalleled in 
the history of nations. In 1819 there was but one Steam 
Boat on the Lakes—she wus named the Walk on the Wa¬ 
ter, and sufficed for the trade at that period, whereas at 
the. present time, there are thirty Steam Boats of the 
largest size, engaged in the navigation of the Lakes, be¬ 
tween this port, Buffalo, Chicago, Milwaukie, &c. Sev¬ 
enteen of-which forming an aggregate of 20S0 tons are 
owned in this city. Two of the first class am' oi e of the 
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second, arrive and depart daily; the former average 200|| 
passengers each way, and 50 tons import freight j thejl 
latter'&0 passengers and 20 tons import freight. Q 

One hundred and fifty vessels of all denominations are J 
employed on these waters—of these, an average of thrcef 
arrive and depart daily, averaging each way ten passon-'; 
gers and 100 tons import freight 7 

Eighty four of those vessels registering in the aggre-* 
gate, 5147 37-95 tons, belong to this port * 

A monthly average of 20 pair of horses, 200 pair of.: 
oxen, and 800 persons, having come up through Canada^ 
are crossed at the Detroit Ferry. v 

The average is calculated for seven months in thej 
year, the period during which it continues. It is slatedj 
m round numbers but purposely'within the mark. It- 
presents a result for 200 days of 1000 persons coming 
going daily, or 200,000. 400 tons freight import daily, j 

or 80,000 tons. . ) 

The receipts of the Western Stage Office, since the 
first of March last have been upwards of $92,0001—• 
This affords a flattering and unequivocal proof of the 
prosperity of the capital of Michigan, and gives a glimpse . 
of wnat it will be ten years hence. 

RAIL ROADS. . \ 

Several Rail Roads are chartered to terminate in this, j 

city_two of which are now in progress of construction, j 

The Detroit and St. Joseph Rail Road commenced rj 
in the spring of 1836. Forty miles is under contract* 
30 of which will be in operation in the summer of Jj 
1837. The route of this road is through the counties ofi| 
Wayne, Washtenaw, Jackson, Calhoun, Kalamazoo, Van 4 
Buren, and Berrien to the mouth of the St. Joseph river, ;J 
on Lake Michigan. Whole length, 196 miles. j 

The Pontiac and Detroit Rail Road, capital $100,-1 
000, twenty-five per cent, of which has been paid in.—| 
Twelve and a half miles of the road is now under con- J 
tract, rapidly progressing and will be completed and rea-| 
dy for cars about the first of April next, The remaining J 
distance is to be finished within two years from the first | 
of March next. $ 


BANKS. 

There are three banks located In ^eity, all possess¬ 
ing in an eminent degree t!ic confident-, of the people in . 
rc^aui to s umlnessatui stability, and .a e no doubt wor¬ 
thy of the hi ih eh iracier they sust tin, bc.,>g conducted 
by men of prudence and financial ability. 

Bank of Michigan is the o’de't institution ot he kind 
in the citv. It has a brtnch located at Kalamizoo.— 
Capital 8100,000, with the privilege of increasing it to 
$350,900, in the bank and branch. 

Farmers and Mechanics’ Bank of Michigan, we 
believe is die next in p io ity of existence. It pos esses 
the power to Incite a br.inch at St. Jo cph.—Capital 
$100,000 which may be extended, in bank and branch, 
to $700,000. 

Michigan vStatp. Bank is last in order of date. Its 
capital is $100,000. and riot to exceed 500,000, and no 
privilege to establi-h a branch. 

WATER. 

The city is supplied w th water from the Detroit river 
by means of a hydraulic establishment, forme ly owned 
by a private c nupany charte.cd with the exclusive right 
of furnishing the c ty with water. The works of this 
company to^etuerw tn the rght, have lately been pur¬ 
chased bv tlm city Corporation, who are now -erecting 
new and extern ivo works, so as to aflo.d a more abun¬ 
dant supply, and to ins are purer water. 

POPULATION. 

In March 1834, a census was taken by Mr. Heathotv 
from which it appears that the four wads in this city r 
conta'ncd not mo.c than 4973 persons, of whom 2904 
were mates, and 206) females. At that time there Were 
477 dwellings, and 04 stores and ware-houses. At this 
moment the population of Dc.roit is 9703, an£ the num¬ 
ber of dwellings and stores exceed 1390—so rapid is tb® 
increase of this number, that in a 1 probab.iity, it will be 
doubled m less than four years.
